Three Advanced Math, Science Courses Added 


In contributing to the national attempt 
to supply the demand for trained mathemati¬ 
cians and scientists, U-High’s math and 
science departments have been expanding to 
offer more and better courses to interested 
and capable students. 

For the first time, the mathematics de¬ 
partment offered calculus, making it possi¬ 
ble to take five years of math. 

Continuing to experiment with different 
methods of teaching modern biology, Mr. 
Moore and Mr. Carlock kept materials up to
